Barbour, Vedeler and Campbell the recent arrival in the United States 
of General Ferenc Varkas. The officials of the Department were as 
astonished at Ferkas 1 presence here as the members of this organisation. 

2« Tou undoubtedly know that General Farkas is a most contro- 
versial Individual whr>se conduct during and since the Var has been 
anything but honorable and democratic. In this connection, the 
information contained in the Office of Intelligence Research Report 
No. 55 22, dated 1? August l?5l, indicates that the : department of 
State s ha re a our vieva regarding General Farkas 1 character.

His arrival is especially 
unfortunate since others taore deserving than ne nave had tneir entry 
held up owing to visa diffi oil ties. Thu American Hung.irian newspaper 
ftepasava" has published an editorial protesting the denial of a vise 
to General Hennyey and it is to be expected that this matter will 
reoeive increasingly more attention in tne near future.
